Galatians 35-9 

Last week we saw the apostle 
Paul rebuke the Galatian Chur- 
ches for turning from the Gospel 
of God’s Grace, back lo a sal- 
vation of works. He corrects them 
by pointing to the examples of 
men they respect in the faith. He 
reminds them first of their local 
pastor in verse 5, and then of 
their great patriarch Abraham in 
verses 6 through 9. 

Paul asked the churches by 
what power their own pastors 
ministered, either by “the works 
of the law” or by faith, believing 
God’s word. “He therefore that 
ministereth to you the Spirit, and 
worketh miracles among you, 
doeth he it by the works of the 
law, or by the hearing of faith?” 
Verse 5. 

Next, Paul reminds therm that 
Abraham by simply believing 
God's word or promises was de- 
clared righteous before God: 
“Even as Abraham believed God, 
and it was accounted to him for 
righteousness.” Verse 6. Romans 
4:3 also says: ‘For what saith the 
scripture? Abraham: believed 
God, and it was counted unto him 
for righteousness.” Paul goes on 
in Romans.4:4 to remind us that 
we are saved by grace because if 
works saved us it would be God 
paying us a deserved debt: “Not 
to him that worketh is the reward 
not reckoned of grace, but of 
debt.” Paul goes on io say in 
Romans 4:5 that an ungodly sin- 
ner who offers no works at all for 
salvation will be declared right- 
eous because of his faith in God’s 
Word: “But to him that worketh 
not, but believeth on him that

justifieth the ungodly, his faith is 


counted for righteousness.”’ 
We are all reminded 


Abraham.” The same thought is 


“even clearer in Romans 4:16; - 


“Therefore it is of faith, that it 
might be by grace; to the end the 
promise might be sure to all the 
sced; not to that only which is of 
the law, but to that also which is 
of the faith of Abraham; who is 
the father of us all.” 

This great example of salvation 
by grace through faith along 
without human works, makes 
Abraham not only the father of 
faith for the Jews and Galatians, 
but for all nations of the world: 
“And ‘the scripture, foreseeing 
that God would justify the 
heathen through faith, preached 
hefore the gospel unto Abraham, 
saying, In thee shail all nations be 
blessed.” 

Therefore, from Abraham down 
through the law and into the 
church age, all people who receive 
the blessing of eternal salvation 
must be saved the same way, by 
faith alone in God's grace: “So 
then they which be of faith are 
blessed with faithful Abraham.”

HELPFULIDEAS FOR SUCCESSFINL RETIREMENT 


Changes In Effect 

Significant changes are in cf- 
fect this year for the senior 
members of the nation’s work 
force. Civilian employees of the 
federal government can no 
longer be forced to retire be- 
cause of age. In addition, firms 
with 20 or more employees are 
affected by the extension of the 
minimum mandatory retirement 
age to 76. 

However, the Jaw now requires 
that pensions be 100 per cent no 
\ater than age 65 for workers who 
have heen with a firm at least 10 
years. This means that the em- 
playee can decide to retire at any 
time between the ages of 65 and 
70 at full pension. 


Sixty-five remains the age for 
receiving social security benefits 
~ and after that, earnings of 
more than $4.000 a year wil 
reduce social security payments. 


But such persons will be earn- 
ing a bonus of one per cent for 
each year worked past 63 when’ 
they eventually do retire. For ex- 
ample, if you worked until 67, 
your checks would be two pcg 
cent more than if you retired a 
65. Medicare also will continue to 
become available at age 65. 


Besides private industry, the 
law covers workers for state and 
local governments, where the 
minimum mandatory retirement 
age also advances to 70.

Speaking of. schools, let 
me tell you a little about 
the one I’m going to.

I am a wife, mother, and 
teacher. Our family moved 
into Crawford County from 
Ann Arbor, Michigan four 
years ago. We were very 
pleased to find a school 
district teaching the 
basics. Coming from a 
large, very liberal, school 
system we felt our children 
lacked emphasis on a basic 
education. We found Craw- 
ford AuSable School 
District offered a _ well- 
rounded education with 
emphasis on the basics.

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Let's End the 


Corrupting 
Influence of PACs

Once Congress’ summer recess ends, the 
House can do something constructive about 
reducing the influence of the new breed of 
campaign contributor ~ political action com- 
mittees of corporations, unions and countless 
other pressure groups. Commonly known as 
PACs, their growth has been unparalleled. 

Political action committees have increased 
in number from fewer than 600 in 1975 to over 
1900 in 1979. Corporate committees have in- 
creased from 89 to over 800 in the same period. 
Political action committees gave $12 million in 
1974 to congressional candidates. In 1978, the 
figure rose to more than $35 million. Incum- 
bents outspent challengers by a ratio of more 
than two to one, but received at least three 
times as much as their challengers in special 
interest group contributions. 

We have hardly seen the beginning of how 
PAC dollars talk in Congress. For example, 
energy-related PACs in 1974 numbered 12; in 
1978 the number of committees had increased 
to 110. The National. Automobile Dealers 
Association increased its donations to House 
and Senate candidates from $14,000 in 1974 to 
almost $1 million in 1978, and the con- 
tributions from the National Association of 
Realtors increased from $261,000 to $1.1 
million in the same four year period. That is 
just the tip of the iceberg. Roy Paquette, the 
director of the Realtors’ PAC predicts a 
dramatic increase in his committee’s giving. 
‘Our potential is just starting,” said Paquette. 

The growth of PACs is no accident. They do 


not give to congressional candidates because . 


they are civic-minded. As Justin Dart, Chair- 
man of Dart Industries said, dialogue with 
politicians ‘‘is a fine thing, but with a little 
money they hear you better.’ Mr. Dart 
represents one of the largest corporate PACs. 

PAC contributions are investments for 
members of Congress to enact favorable 
legislation. PAC contributions have a very 
special quality ~- they are donations with a 
purpose. They are invariably associated with 
Washington lobbyists and organized lobbying 
programs. ; 

Special interest power is held together by 
campaign dollars that bring special access for 
favored legislation.

congressional decisions - on dairy price sup- 
ports, on regulation of the banking industry, 
on labor legislation, on energy pricing policy. 
The current system of PAC financing of 
congressional campaigns is a costly one for the 
American taxpayer. It leads to more govern- 
ment subsidies, to unfair tax treatment and 
to regulations that protect narrow economic 
interests. It rewards those special interest 
contributions, with millions of dollars in 
favorable economic benefits at the expense of 
the consumer. ; 

However, impressive momentum is building 
in Congress to restrict these special interest 
contributions. The Campaign Contribution 
Reform Act limiting. PAC contributions to 
House candidates was introduced shortly 
before the congressional recess. Led by 
Representatives David Obey {D-Wis.) and 
Thomas Railsback (R-Tl.) it is sponsored by a 
bipartisan group of more than 100 Represen- 
tatives. 

The legislation would cut in half the 
maximum contribution a PAC may give any 
House candidate. 

It would limit each candidate to an overall 
total of $50,000 from all special interest com- 
mitte2s. One hundred seventy-six candidates 
in 1978 received more than $50,000 in PAC con- 
tributions. This was three times the number of 
candidates who received that much in 1976, 

Members of the House will have a clear 
chance in mid-September to make a major 
decision concerning PACs. Are they for the 
present system of allowing PACs to dominate 
campaign financing or are they willing to 
stand up to the PACs and vote to curb the 
worst abuses?. A vote for the Obey-Railsback 
bill is something the House can do to stop the 
corrupting influence of PACs.
